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1. The following observations were made in Born (M 53/¥ 52) 
on 30 Mareh 1950: 


a, The troop camp is in the woods sbout 1é km SE of 
Born. Almost all cantonment buildincs in the camp 

are embedded in the ground up to half tleir height. 

Road workers stated that the camp was, at that time, 
occupied by only a small contingent of artillery troops 
who arrived with guns towed by caterpillar vehicles about 
aight days before, presumably from Magdeburg (if 53/¥ €0). 
Intensive construction work was observed in the camp for 
about three weeks. It is said that the camp's capacity 
is to be dmereased from 10,000 to 25,000 troops by the 
construction of new cantonment buildings. The road 
workers, during. the previous two days, observed six trucks 
coming to the camp, loaded to capacity with roofing paar.
